It 
w as thought before the convention 
th a t E isner would he the successful 
candidate, but it was hardly believed 
th a t he would be nominated on the 
first ballot.

T h e chairm an of the delegation a n ­ 
nounced that Brown would cast the 
six votes for Charles Morris of Salem, 
but he had hardly taken his seat be­ 
fore one of the Brown county dele­ 
gates was on his feet and announced 
that he was voting for Eisner. 
A n­ 
oth er delegate from that county also 
s ta te d th at he intended to vote for 
Eisner. 
The vote was taken by tow n­ 
ships and the two delegates again 
gave their support to Eisner. 
J a c k ­ 
son county was then called and cast 
eighteen votes for Eisner. 
This gave 
him the majority, and before W a s h ­ 
ington county was called. Mr. M orns 
cast the six votes from hi- county for 
Mr. Eisner. 
This gave Eisner th ir­ 
ty-tw o and Morris six. 
The convention adjourned immedi- 
j 
ately a f te r the nomination and was 
made, and w a s not in session but a 
sh ort time. 
The delegates who a t - j 
tended declare that the most of the 
time was taken up in the election of 
the chairm an and with the speeches. \
